•The most important decision In the batch handed down 


by the United States Supreme Court, Monday, was that affirm- 
ing the levy of an excess profits tax on the increased value of ore 
lands owned by La Belle Iron Works of Ohio, which had been 
absorbed by an issue of stock under invested capital. 


"The lands in the Mesaba range of Minnesota were pur- 
chased at $190,000 and valued for stock purposes at $10,000,-} 
000. The company contended that the increased value should 
be counted as "invested capital," but the, court punctured that 
fallacy with the clear definition, namely, that "to invest" im- 
ports * laying out of money or money's worth with a view to 
obtaining income or profit from the conduct of a business." 
"Invested capital*' is defined as "(1) cash paid in or (2) the ac- 
tual cash value at the time of payment of assets other than cash 
paid in and (3) paid in, or earned, surplus and undivided profits, 
used or employed in the business." 


"The decision is characterized by government officials as 
"the most important legal suit affecting Federal finances to arise • 
in several decades." . It involves millions of dollars in taxes 
which have been levied on the increased values of corporation 
assets which the corporations have classified as invested capital, j 


"The decision, however, in effect goes far beyond its direct i 


bearing on Federal finances in the levying of excess profits taxes, i 
It touches the taxation of what Henry George designated as "un-[ 
earned increment" in land and other natural resources in the 
land.
